Boston, Mass., July 25.—Reports from | 


the towns of Berkshire County indicate the 
heaviest freshet since the Mill River disaster of 
1869. All the rivers in that section of the State 
are higher than ever before known in Summer. 
Almost incalculable loss has resulted to property, 
but so far as known there has been little loss of 
life. For three days the rainfall was incessant, 
and it eulminated on Sunday in torrents 
that choked sewers and figoded streets 
in the cities and towns, and swelied the 
brooks and rivers of the hilly regions 
of Northern and Western Berkshire to 
an appalling extent. The heaviest damage is 
along the line of the Fitchburg Road. Between 
Miller’s Falls and Orange the treacherous little 
stream, the Miller’s River, with high hills on 
either side of its banks, is liableto rise 10 feet 
in a few hours. Between the stations mentioned

feet wide, and destroying coal sheds and fruit 
trees in its passage. On Sunday the Leake 
House was entirely surrounded by the flood, its 
walls were undermined, and the collapse of the 
building is expected at any moment. 

A new iron bridge crossing Miller’s River, be- 
tween Miller’s Falls and Erving, was swept away 
to-day and the loss on this alone is over $30,000. 
Allalong the Miller’s River the meadows are 
two feet under water; potato fields are washed 
out and grain destroyed over hundreds of acres. 
Damage to country roads alone will amount to 
thonsands of dollarsin nearly every town in 
the flooded district. Sawmill River, a small 
stream emptying into the Connecticut, has sev- 
eral saw,mills on its banks. Several of these are 
entirely destroyed, and all are more or less 
damaged. The difficulty of communication 
renders it impossible to glean a 
reasonably accurate estimate of the loss, Singu- 
larly enough, the principal damage in this sec- 
tion is continea within a radius of six miles, but 
the damage is 80 great, especially to the roadbed 
of the Fitchburg Raiiroad, that experts estimate 
thatit wiil take at 1east two weeks with the 
largest force of workmen that the road can com- 
mand to put the line in fair running order. The 
loss of the iron bridge at Erving further com- 
Plicates the road’s difficulties. Boston-bound 

assengers are still corrailed at Greenfield and 

iller’s Falls, and it will be several days before 
they can be carried through over the roads. 

Along Miller’s River the rotlowing dams have 
been swept away: Stone’s dam and the Erving 
milidam, at Erving; Harris’s milldam, Goddard's 
milldam, Alien’s and Collier’s dams, between 
Erving and Miller’s Falis. Between Greenfield 
and Lake Pleasant, Sunday afternoon, a water- 
spout struck the highway, tearing a hole 30 feet 
wide and four feet deep in the bed of the road. 
In the town of Montague and Montague City the 
principal damage was to culverts on the high- 
Ways. 

The greatest havoc is reported from South- 
Western Berkshire. Here the cloudburst of Sat- 
urday swelled the Green River, a little mountain 
branch of the Housatonic, into a rushing wall of 
Water severalfeet bigh that made sad havoc 
along its banks through the towns of Alford, 
Egremont, Great Barrington, and Shetilield. The 
wires are down and the roads are washed out to 
such an extent that only the most meagre de- 
tails have yet come to hand. In Hampshire 
County the little city of Northampton is the 
priacipal sufferer. Here the copious rainfall 
vegan on Thursday and lasted until this morning. 
On Sunday a heavy thunderstorm burst upon 
the city, and forovertwo honrs the downpour 
Was tremendous. Sewers were rapidly choked 
aud the water ran through the streets and over 
the sidewalks in torrents. The King-strest 
Sewer was the first to overflow across this 
street. The water was many feet in depth, 
ficoding all the cellars of the houses in its vicin- 
ity, and the barns aud stables on the line of the 
sewer 
stock in them had to be removed. The 
entire roadbed of the street was washed 
away. Atthe union of Springand King streets 
another big washout occurred and a portion of 
the sidewalk on brospect-street was destroyed. 
Considerable damage was done to premises 
bordering on the King-street brook sewer. 
Along its whole length cellars were filled, houses 
partially undermined, and gardens uprooted. 
On Bridge and Market streets the result was the 
Same and in many cases the lower rooms of the 
houses were flooded. At one place on Franklin- 
street 500 yards of earth will be required to re- 
pair the damage, and the expense to the city for 
the repair of streets alone will aggregate many 
thousand doilars. 

Coming east to Worcester County, in Central 
Massachusetts, the town of Gardner was the 
only suifererto any extent. Here the damage 
Was caused by the risingof the Otter River, 
which carried away two dams and two eridges 
over Otter River and also washed the highways 

badly. Several small washouts occurred on the 
line of the Boston, Barre and Gardner Railroad, 
but large gangs of men are building trestle 
work to-night, and railroad communication will 
be resumed on Wednesday morning. In North- 
eastern Massachusetts the Merrimac River was 
the only stream that felt the eftect of the large 
rainfali in the interior of the State. The rise in 
the Merrimac is unprecedented at this season of 
the year. Since Sunday noon the river has 
risen. The depth of water over the great Paw- 
tucket dam at Lowell was six feet at noon to- 
day, adepth seldom if ever before attained dur- 
ing the Summer months.

LITERALLY FOLLOWING A SCRIPTURAL

ATLANTA, Ga., July 25.—There is a little 
colored church on the Green’s Ferry road, lead- 
ing out from Atlanta, midway between the 
Chattahoochee River and Sweetwater Creek, 
the congregation of which is now in a per- 
turbed condition.

One day two weeks ago Simon, who | 
is an industrious farmer, was in the , 


field weeding the cotton when all of a 
sudden the Scriptural injunction, “Seek and 
ye shall find,” took complete possession of him. 
That night he could not sleep for thinking of it, 
and next day, which was foot-washing day inthe 
little chureb, he appeared there bearing a very 
solemn look. He announced that he had a very 
important charge to deliver; that the Christ had 
commanded sinners to seek and they should find; 
that search should be instituted to the abandon- 
ment of every other duty.

hearers to seek at once,and not to stop until 
they had found the pearl of great price. For 10

A COLORED PREACHER KILLED. 

STARKVILLE, Miss., July 25.—Last Satur- 
day night at this place a negro Methodist 
preacher by the name of Gatlin was shot and 
killed. It seems that Gatlin, in addition to his 
pastoral duties, was a fortune teller and a man- 
ufacturer of quack medicine. Recently he had 


been attending a colored woman at West Point, 
became annoyed ather in some way, and told 
her she should never get up again, and would be 
buried the next Sunday. He joined the colored 
Masonic fraternity at West Point, and, for some 
inisconduct, was expelled. Soon after he got 
into the colored Oddfellows’ order, and com- 
menced an exposé of Masonry. He was informed 
by some of the negro brothers that persist- 
ence in that course would be extremely 
unhealtby. He was suspended by the 
Oddteliows for some offense at West Point. City 
Marshal Cottrell wrote to City Marshal Henry, 
of Starkville, to arrest Gatlin. Henry was in- 
formed that Gatlin would not be easily arrested, 
aud was advised not to go alone. Acting on 
this, Henry took Constable Curry and Mr. Snel 
lin with him. They surrounded the house where 
the preacher was. The statement as to 
what occurred there is somewhat conflicting, 
but the officers persistin the statement that they 
ordered liim to surrender, and that he did not, 
but fled and was killed. Henry, Curry, and 
Snellin surrendered. Their statement will 
doubtiess be taken as true by the greater part of 
the community.

MORE THAN A HUNDRED 
NEW-ORLEANS, July 25.—This morning 
the funeral of Mrs. J. Witherspoon Smith took 
place from her late residence on Thalia-street in 
this city. Mrs. Smith was 100 years 8 months 
and 20 days old, having been born in New-York 
City Nov. 4, 1786. Her maiden name was Duer, 
her wother being Lady Catharine Duer, daugh- 
ter of Major-General Lord Sterling, of the 
evolutionary army. She was married to Mr. 
Smith, a grandson of Dr. John Witherspoon, of 
New-Jersey, one of the signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and gon of Dr. Samuel 
Stanhope Smith, President of Princeton Col 
ee, One of her nephews by warriage 
was the distinguished Gen. John C. Breckin- 
ridge, of Kentucky. She had been blind for 
about a year prior to her death, but retained her 
memory and all her other faculties in a remark- 
able degree. In her day she was one of the 
sost beautiful and brilliant women of New- 
Orleans, which, coupled with her distinguished 
birth and ample means, made her for many 
years the sovial ruler of the American element 
of the creole metropolis. Last November her 
hundredth birthday was celebrated by her fam 
ity, some of her descendants coming a thousand 
niles to be present. At that time five gener 
ations were well represented.

obeyed in some parts of Ireland as in any part of 
Great Britain. 


Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, re- 
plied that he had no reason to change his opin- 
ion that parts of Ireland were as quiet as parts 
of England. What the Government had done 
was not to apply the whole Crimes act to Ireland 
generally, but only the subsections dealing with 


rioting, unlawful assemblies, and obstruction of 
police. 


Mr. Sexton asked whether the Executive, be- 
fore issuing the proclamations, distinguished the 


counties where it was necessary to prevent crime 
—_ those where it was necessary to punish 
crime. 

Mr. Balfour said that in every case in which a 
county had been specially proclaimed the proc- 
lamation had been issued because the Govern- 
ment believed’ in the actual existence of crime 
or intimidation. * 

The House then went into committee on the 
Land bill. Upon taking up the first clause, ex- 
tending to leasers the benefits of the act of 1881, 
Mr. Parnell proposed an amendment. The bill 
as it stands gives the option to tenant or land- 
lord to make application to the court to fix the 
rent. Mr. Parnell urged that the tenant alone 
should have the right to apply, thé period of 
such application to be limited to three years. 

_Mr. Balfour accepted the amendment with a 
limit of two years, Mr. Parnell agreeing. 

Mr. Parnell proposed to extend the operation 


| of the clause to all leases except those in per- 


petuity. Mr. Chamberlain supported the pro- 
posal, but the Government opposed it, and it 
was negatived—191 to 142. 

A Government amendment extending the term 
to 99 years was agreed to. 

The Cabinet Council to-day considered the re- 
ports submitted by Mr. Balfour on the proposed 
suppression of the National League. The Cab- 
inet approved the provlamations, but postponed 
all further application of the Crimes act until 
the effect of the proclamations has been seen. 
The Dublin Executive advises the prosecution 
of William O’Brien for the speech he made yes- 
terday at Luggacurran, in which he incited the 
people to defy the act. ~An Inspector of Police 
warned Mr, O’Brien before he began his speech. 

The Radical Unionists are incensed at the 
Government for putting the act into wholesale 
operation without consultation or concert with 
the Unionists. Mr. Chamberlain has warned the 
Government that the Radical vote will not sup- 
port their action unless the Dublin Executive 

irected the exercise of the powers of the act 
witb mildness and discretion. Mr. Balfour’s ex- 
planation in the House of Commons shows that 
the warning has been accepted. The proclama- 
tions over the greater area of Ireland are not to 
operate actively, but asa mere measure of pre- 
caution. The Parnellites propose to raise a de- 
bate to-morrow attacking the proclamations by 
a motion to adjourn. 

Prof. Tyndall publishes another anti-Gladstone 
letter, making the candidacy of Sir G. O. 
Trevelyan on the Liberal ticket for the Bridge- 
ton division of Glasgow the occasion. In this 
letter Prof. Tyndall uses the following language: 
‘**Something has been gained for the cause of 
healthy political action when Sir George Otto

THE VATICAN AND THE NATIONS. 

RomME, July 25.—The Moniteur publishes 
the text of a letter addressed by the Pope to 
Cardinal Rampolla on June 15, when the latter 
assumed the functions of Pontifical Secretary of 
State. In this letter the Pope explains fully the 
principles which he has followed in the govern- 


ment of thechurch. He declares that he took 
upon himself the mission to reconcile the peoples 
and the Governments of civilized States. Re- 
ferring first to Italy the Pope develops the ideas 
expounded in the consistory allocation of May 
23, when he laid down as a basisof pacification 
Italy’s acknowledgment of the independence of 
the Holy See. He reiterates his claims to 
territorial sovereignty as an indispensable con- 
aition of settlement, all other schemes, he says, 
being unworthy of consideration. Italy herself, 
says the Pope, would reap most splendid benetits 
at home and abroad from a settlement recogniz- 
ing the Pope’s temporal power. 

Adverting next to Austria, the Pope says that

dered mutual relations the best possible, and 
the wise statesmen enjoying the confidence of 
the Emperor have promoted religion in Austria- 
Hungary and the establishment of perfect con- 
cord, France, the elder daughter of the church, 
was menaced by serious evils. The Pope 
trusted those evils would be dispelled through 
an observance of the letter and spirit of the 
pacts solemnly concluded with the church. 

Turning to Spain the Pope says the tirst need 
is a union of Catholics in defense of their re- 
ligion, in devotion to the Holy See, and in recip- 
rocal charity, 80 that Spain may not be misguid- 
ed by personal aims.

and on going there he found McGarigle, who 
wanted to see a horse that had been injured by 
scratching his head on a nail. Spiegel lit a lan- 
tern and took the horse out of the stall, but not 


out of the barn. 

Soon afterward McGarigle left the barn, going 
toward the house, and Spiegel thought he heard 
the door ciose after him. That was the last he 
saw of his master. He put out the lantern, went 
back to watch the Sheriff’s horse, and was 
there when the Sheriff came out and asked 
if he had seen McGarigle. He replied that he 
had not, and went with them to look for him in 
acouple of neighboring saloons. The incident 
furnishes an illustration of the freedom accord- 
ed McGarigle by Sheriff Matson. 

After McGarigle’s arrest he was placed under 
bonds aggregating $60,500. Since his escape 
there has been much discussion as*to whether or 
not the bondsmen are still liable.

The Supreme Court of the United States has 
held, Justice Swain delivering the opinion, that 
it was the set law in this class of cases that the 
bail is excused by the act of God, the act of 
the obligee, (the State), or the act oflaw. This 
simply means that if the man under bail dies, if 
the State takes the prisoner, orif he is arrested 
on another charge and sentout of the State upon 
a requisition by the Governor, the bail is ex- 
cused. If McGarigle had been out on bail and 
left for parts unknown, of course the bonids- 
men would be liable, since in that case they 
are responsible for his appearance, but 
here bail has been denied, and the State, the su- 
preme power, has steppéd in and excused the 
bondsmen by taking pussession of the prisoner 
and removing him from their custody. The 
bondsmen are E. Lehman, who is worth $3,000,- 
000 or $4,000,000, and James Fitzsimmons, a 
saloon keeper. 

Dr. Leonard St. John, of 539 West Monroe- 
street, a Professer in the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons, and an inti- 
wate friend of the escaped prisoner, 
had a private conference witn McGarigle 
in the jail Saturday afternoon, lasting over an 


hour. On Sunday morning it was discovered 
that Dr. St. John and Clerk Dell, of 


the College of Physicians and Surgeons, hai 
been out riding late on. Saturday night, and 
the two facts gave rise to some suspicion. Mr. 
Dell was found at the college in bed, very ill. 
He said he knew nothing about McGarigle’s 


escape, but would not tell where he was 
on Saturday night. Dr. St. John made a 


similar statement, and was equally reticent eon- 
cerning his Saturday evening ride. The detect- 
ives who are working on the case attach consid- 
erable importance to this ride, and some of them 
believe that either Dr. St. John or Dell sat in the 
buggy at the end of the alley. 

W. J. MeGarigle is 34 years old. He was born 
in Milwaukee in 1852, and settled permanently 
in Chicago in 1869, received a public school 
education, and began his life labors by ‘‘firing” 
a locomotive engine on the Chicago aud North- 
western Railroad. Subsequently, this work 
becoming distasteful, aud giving up all 
desire of becominga locomotive engineer, he en- 
gaved as bill clerk in a mercantile tirm in Chi- 
cago, and some time atterward became a helper 


in the steam heating firm of Messrs, 
Baker & Smith, At the time of the 
great fire (1871) he was _ working for 
this house. After the fire he became asso- 


ciated with the Relief and Aid Society, and had 
charge of various barracks in North Chicago, re- 
maining there until the Summer of 1872. That 
Fall McGarigle went upon the Chicago police 
force as a patrolman in the North Division, be- 
ing assigned to the Webster-avenue station. 
Here was laid the foundation of the career 
which ted MeGarigie ultimately into the grip of 
the law, ard made him a convict. After the 
completion of his 60 days’ probation as police- 
man at this point he was ordered 


to report to headquarters by Superin- 
tendent Washburn, and became Cierk of the 
Central Police Station, then secretary of 


the Detective Department, then Sergeant of De- 
iectives, and afterward Captain and Chief of 
Detectives, and held the latter position until 
July, 1879. MecGarigle was then, as Captain, 
given command of the police force north of Har- 
rison-street in the West Division of Chicago. In 
December, the same year, he was uppointed 
General Superintendent of Police of the entire 
city. In less than nine years he had risen from 
the lowest to the highest position on the force, 
and was now in command, with a great personal 
influence and the entire machinery under his 
control. 

In November, 1882, however, Superintendent 
McGarigle resigned, having made an engage-

The steward of stateroom 70, Cunard 
steamship Aurania, starboard side, had almost 
made up his mind to get some one to write his 
resignation, when the vessel reached her dock 
yesterday morning. He had cared during the pas- 
sage over for two as queer passengers as he had 
ever encountered in all his long years of caring 
for people with tempers temporarily soured by 
the rough play of the Atlantic. These passen- 
gers did not swear at the poor steward much, or 
if they did, he failed to realizeit. They were not 
more seasick and ugly than transatlantic 
travelers usually are, but the steward put them 
down asa queer lot before the steamer was a 
day out, And it is not to be wondered at that he 
did, for the two passengers in stateroom 70 
were Joseph T. Yan Heyst, and his friend, A. 
Bosch, : 

Tne fact that his wife had preceded him by 12 
days, per th@ Westernland, with Herr Van 
Dooren, and-that the twain had with them Van 
Heyst’s little daughter, Elsa, was not calculated 
tomake the foxtel banker especially jovial. 
The steward did not know the story which read- 
ers of THE Times had dished up to them ex- 
dlusively July 14, but heis asensible steward 
and he knew something was the matter with the 


tall gentleman, who looked as if he would not 
think to dress, or eat, or do anything for his own 
comfort unless requested.

Van Dooren, unless he is very brave, would not 
have liked to face the tall Netherlander Sunday 
night on the Aurania’s deck es he paced: back 
and forth, and the miles between ship and land 
were growing rapidly less. But the Cunarder’s 
engines did not respond to Van Heyst's wishes, 
and she failed to make Quarantine before sun- 
set. It was after 10 o’clock before she reached 
the line beyond which she could not pass until 

-after sunrise, and Van Heyst was disappointed 

to find he would have to stay all night so near 

the city. The steward says he does not think 
sleep invaded the Van Heyst stateroom for 
more than a few seconds. 

Oue of the first to rush down the gangplank 
which was hoisted to the Aurania at 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning was Van Heyst, who was 
closely followed by his friend Bosch. Van Heyst 
does not speak English, and although Herr 
Bosch has at his command a few words, he is not 
a fluent English conversationalist by any means. 
Theawo, however, had no desire to be inter- 
viewed either in Dutch or Segue before they 
had seen the Netherlands Consul and Van 
Heyst's lawyer, ex-Judge P. J. Joachimsen. So 
they bundled their three handbags into a cab 
and were driven rapidly away before the other 
passengers had wandered more than two or .hree 
miles over the pier in the search after baggage.

OBITUARY NOTES, 

The Rev. W. E, Ward, of Nashyille, Tenn., a 
passenger on the Cunard steamer Aurania, which 
arrived yesterday, died at sea of apoplexy on July

His body has been shipped te Nashville,

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HOLLY’S SCOURGE 
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INATED IN A CESSPOOL, 

Mount Ho..y, N. J., July 
Holly’s record and pride as a phenomenally 
healthy town is broken. Tor one season, at 
least, the town andits neighborhood have been 
unhealthy, so unhealthy that the fever cases 
have been counted by scores, and the physicians 
have met and consulted, and the State Board of 
Health hasbeen called upon to make analyses 
and do other things to find out the cause of all 
the trouble. 

The result of all these pr@vecdings has been 
to give the town's water supply a bad name. 
Rancocas Créek, flowing down from the Cedar 
Swamps, 15 or 20 miles above the town, sup- 
plies the water used by most of the residents, 
The creek divides the town and, just aa it enters 
Mount Holly, is crossed by the dam of a mill, 
The lower creek, a8 it is locally known, the 
part below the dam, receives the contents of 
such sewers as the town possesses, while from 
the upper creek, above the dam, is taken the 
water used by the town, It is pumped intoa 
reservoir on the mount near by, which gives the, 
town its name, and then comes down througha 
series of mains to the town below. This water 
has always had a great reputation for purity up 
to within the last month or two. 

About the Ist of June cases of typhoid fever 
hegan to appear. Generally, Mount Holly has 
been very free from typhoid, and almost as soon 
as the bumber of cases began to cause comment 
the Board of Health, composed of the Town- 


ship Committee, the Assessor, and one phy- 
siclan, Dr. R, H. Parsons, decided to make an 
investigation. Suspecting that the trouble might 
be due to contamination of the water supply, an 
examination of the upper reaches of the creek 
was made, At Smithville, a town three miles up 
the stream, a boarding housé was found, where 
there were two or three cases of typhoid fever. 
This boarding house was supplied with a cess- 
pool, which stood convenient to the creek, and, 
as the board discovered, drained into the stream. 
Dr, E. M. Hunt, of the State Board of Health, 
was with the party, his board having been given 
notice of the state of affairs in Maunt Holly. 
The trouble at’ Smithville was promptly 
remedied, and the results of the examination

A FIRM EMBARRASSED. 

PITTSBURG, July 25.—W. J. Hammond & 
Co., Limited, of the Pennsylvania Iron and 
Steei Works, today called a meeting of their 
creditors. The financial troubles of the com- 
pany are directly caused by a fire which de- 
stroyed its mill a weer ago. A large part 
of its liabilities, which are about $335,000, 
consistin the cost of the recent enlargements 
andimprovements of the plant. The fire oc- 
curred at a time when the trade in the branch of 
the iron business in which the company is en- 
gaged was just beginuing, namely, between 
July and January. .The company is, there- 
fore, practicaily cut out of a year’s business, 
as the mill could not wel! be rebuilt before Jan- 
uary. Meanwhile the company’s paper 1s fail- 
ing due at short intervals. Under the circum- 
stances the company thought it proper to meet 
its creditors at once rather than undertake the 
responsibility of rebuilding the mill and of con- 
tinuing the business without sueh consultation. 

Sol schoyer, who was asked last evening for 
particulars of the matter, said: “I don’t know 
what the assets will be, but I am under the im- 


pression that they will met the liabilities. 
The insurance will not nearly met. the 
loss by fire, although it is impossibie to 


tell yet what the loss will be, as the machinery 
and stock is all covered with débris. The total 
insurance was $43,000, of which $5,000 is on 
the stock.

INTERNAL REVENUE ‘FAOTS. 


WHISKY DRINKING DECREASING AND 
BEER GAINING IN FAVOR. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—A tabulated 
statement of receipts and expenditures from 
each specific source of revenue for the fiscal 
year which ended on June 30 will be issued 
from the Bureau of Intertial Revenue in the 
course ofa few days. The figures will give te 
the advocates of prohibition much encourage 
ment, There is @ falling off in the receipts from 
the tax on distilled spirits of nearly $5,000,000, 
and this result has been achieved principally in 


those States in which local option an. 
measures have been most atoonssfat ae 
roads thus made upon the distilling and liquor 
interests have attracted the serious attention of 
those whose capital is embarked in the business, 
and recent publications in their trade organs 
indicate a purpose of raising large sums of 
money to inaugurate what, for want of a better 
name, May be called an anti-temperance cru- 
sade in some of the leading States with which 
the prohibition movement is now being ca 
Asa siight offset to the decreased consum 
tion of whisky there is shown in nearly all the 
States @ marked increase in beer drinking. The 
tax on malt liquors is much lighter in propor 
tion than upon distilled spirite, tus the revenues 
from this souree during the past year were 
$500,000 more than for the fiseal year of 1886, 
and the receipts for that year were largely in 
excess of the year preceding, It is thus evident 
that beer d <a is increasing, and whisky 
drinking is decreasing in the United States. 
Native wines being exempt from interpal Trey- 
enue taxation, except when made in fraudulent 
imitation of the foreign article, (and then 
ave very seldom detected,) the tax figures of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau give no ceive to 
the increase or decrease in their use, but otber 
incidental statistics indicate that the consump 
tion of American wines, especially the red 
wines of California, is largely on the increase, 
Opponents of the ‘ttobacco habit’ will derive 
little consolation from the report. ‘ Notwith- 
standing a decrease of one-third inthe fate of 
taxation, which was carried into effect some 
years ago, the receipts from tobacco and its prod- 
ucts have steadily grown year by year, and for 
1887 will he at least $1,500,000 in excesa of 
1876. An unpleasant feature of the statistics ig 
that a large proportion of the increase is de- 
rived from cigarettes. The total receipts from 
internal revenue sources will show a net falling 
fof almost $2,000,000 as compared with last 
It has been the custom for a number of .years 
to institute a simultaneoug examination of the 
accounts of all Collectors of Internal Revenue 
at the close of the fiseal year, to ascertain if 
they have properly accounted for the funds col- 
lected. This examination haé not been had thie 
year for one or two reasons: The foree of 
revenue agents available for the purpose has 
been reduced by Mr, Randall’s economy from 
35 to 20, which is inadequate to 
task. Then, again, a number of 
agents are new men, who, from foree of 
circumstances, have not yet had opportunity to 
acquire the experience necessary for the exam- 
ination. Incidental, however, to the recent con- 
solidation of revenue districts, more than a third 
of the offices in the country have bagn over- 
hauled within the last 30 days, and in every 
case their accounts have been found correct to a 
cent. Now that the number of collection dis- 
tricts has been reduced from nearly a hundred 
to 64, itis anticipated that next year the an- 
nual examinations can be resumed with the 
present force,

AN EFFORT TO DRAW IT 
SHARPLY IN GEORGIA. 
fHE GLEN BILL PROHIBITING THE CO- 
EDUCATION OF WHITES AND BLACKS 
AND ITS AUTHOR’S REASONS FOR IT. 
ATLANTA, Ga., July 25.—The excitement 
caused by the intreduction of the Glen bill in the | 
Legislaturois unabated and grows every day. 
The bill provides for the punishment of any 
teacher who instructs white and colored: chil. 
Gren in the same institution. According to its 
: provisions a fine of a thousand dollars, twelve 
months in the chain gang, and six months in 
jail, any part of one,.or all of these penalties, 
may be imposed for the violation of the law at 
: the discretion of the Judge. 
“ Mr. Glen gays that the sentiment of the people 
: of Georgia is strongly in favor of his bill, but he 
fears opposition from some of the politicians, 
who will, it is thought, oppose the bill in order 
not to be subjected to censure or criticism from 
the North. ‘‘The measure,” Mr. Glen says, “is 
both timely and wise. All of our race problems 
should be settled now, and not be left to embar- 
rass other generations. The line will have to be 
drawn; of this there can be no doubt, and it will 
a be far easier, while the negroes are compara- 


tively unaccustomed to freedom, to educate 
them up to this idea of race separation in every- 
thing than it will be a quarter ora half century 
hence, when their numbers will have been 
swelled by a score or more millions and they 
have both education and wealth to act as in- 
centives in bringing about the free and ftinre- 
stricted commingliig of the races. Then it may 
be a matter of impossibility, and uniess we leg- 
» islate now the next generation may not have it 
in their power to enact the laws necessary to 
forever separate the white aud black races.” _ 

“Do you not think the race prejudice will, 
eventually be overcome ?” : 

“Never. It isa natural prejudice, and it is 
foolish to try toovercome by tegislation any- 
thing that is repugnant to human nature. We 
have plenty of illustrations of the utter folly of 
such a course. England proved this when she, 
with her entire army at her back, determined to 
overcome the prejudice of ‘caste’ in India, prej- 
udicé similar to that separating the whites and 
blacks in this country, and although she ex- 
hausted every means in the effort to overcome 
tnis prejudice of caste in India it is as strong to- 
day as it ever was.” 

“Why does your bill hit at schools more than 
anything else?” 

* Because they have been brought by the re- 
port of the Board of Visitors directly to the at- 
tention of the public. Another reason is that 
looking after the children igthe most important 
of all things to be done at present. There can 
be no estimate of the evils that will arise from 
the commingling of the races at young and im- 

ressible ages, in unrestricted intercourse, each 

mbibing the worst ideas of the other. The mis- 
cegenation of ideas may be as fatal as physical 
miscegenation, and the intellectual hybrid re- 
sulting from the coeducation of races as much 
a@ monstrosity as the physical hybrid could be.” 

«Is not the prejudice against the colored peo- 
ple peculiar to the South ?” 

“Ttis not. This was proved by the Asbury 
Park matter, which has so lately occurred that 
itis remembered by everyboay. The loudest 
protests against the infraction of this law for the 

tyear have come from the North. Only a 
tow days ago the authorities in Philadelphia 
separated the white children from the black 
children in a school celebration, saying that the 
voices of the negro children were so shrill that 
they made discord with the voices of the white 
ebildren.” 

The negroes are stirred up on ali sides, and 
many of them are loud in their protests against 
sucha bill, Indignation meetings have been 
held and have been lurgely attended. Speeches 
were made at these meetings by the most promi- 
nent colored men in the county, and resolutions 
were drafted showing the sense of the meetings. 
Atone of them a memofml to the Legislature» 
was prepared and signed by over 800 colored 
citizens. This memorial asked the Legislature 
not to allow the passage of the bill. The follow- 
ing is a copy of the memorial:

We the undersigned residents ang citizens of the 
State of Georgia enter our protest against the bill 
introduced by the Hon. W.C. Glen, of Whitfield, 
prohibiting the coeducation of the races, believing it 
to be oppressive, upjust, and unconstitutional, and 
we respectfully petition your honorable members to 
vote against its passage. e 


The speakers grew exceedingly earnestin their 
opposition to the bill and seemed to think that 
drawing the line by statute in the matter of ed- 
neation is simply paving the way to similar dis- 


tinctions in business matters.

FAVORABLE REPORTS FROM NEW-YORE,

OF FORTY-ONE. 


A PENNSYLVANIA HUNCHBACK’S FAMILY 


OF CHILDREN. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., July “T read 
in THE TIMES a few days ago,” said a member of 
the Reading Bar, on a visit to this city, “an ac- 
count of a man in Western Pennsylvania who 
died the father of 33 children at the age of 96. 
When John Heffner, of Reading, was acci- 
dentally killed by the cars in that city in 1885, 
atthe age of 69, he was tho father of 41 chil- 
dren, and a step-child also called him father. 
Hefner was one of my cao characters, and 
was in the full vigor of health when he was 
killed. It is doubtful if his record in the 
paternal line was ever equaled. Heffner was 
a dwarfed hunchback. He was born in Berlin 
in 1816, and came to this country in 1843, set- 
tling tn Reading. Until his death he made 4 
living by collecting and selling rags and paper. 
His remarkable family history is part of the 
records of the Berks County courts, it having 
been elicited.a short time before his death while 
he was a witMess in a lawsuit. : 

, “He was married tirstin 1840. In eight years 

his wife bore him 17 children. The first and 
second years of their marriage she gave birth to 
twins. For four successive years afterward she 
bore wiplets. Inthe seventh year she gave 
birth to one child, and died soon afterward. Of 
the 17 children she left, consequently, the old- 
est was only 7 years ofage. Heffner engaged a 
young woman to look after his large brood of 
babies, and three months later she became the 
second Mrs. Heffner. She presented her hus- 
band with two children the first two years. Five 
years later she had added 10 more to the family, 
two atevery birth. Then for three years she 
added but one ayear. She died before another 
year came round. Ofthe 32 children that John 
Heffner had been presented with 12 had died. 
The 20 that were left, however, did not appear 
to be any obstacle to a young widow with 
one child” consenting to become the third 
wife of the jolly little humpback—for he was 
known as one of the happiest and most genial 
men in Reading, although it kept him toiling 
hke a slave to keep his score of mouths in 
fread. The third Mrs. Heffner became the 
mother of nine children to her husband In ten 
years, and the contentment and happiness of 
the couple were proverbial, Oneday in the Fall 
of 1885 the father of the 41 children was cross- 
ing the Reading track and wasrun down by a 
locomotive and instantly killed. But for that 
sad ending of his life it is impossible to estimate 
what the size of the little peddler’s family 
would eventually have beer. His widow and a 
large number of his children—I believe there are 
28 of the 42 still living—livein Reading. They 
are all thrifty and respectable people.” 
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A DICTATOR IN GUATEMALA—OCEAN 
CABLES TO BE LAID. 
PANAMA, July 17.—The boundary ques- 
tion between Costa Rica and Colombia is in a 
fair way of settiement to the satisfaction of 
both parties to the dispute. The Government 
of Spain has promised to act as arbitrator in the 

question. 

Guatemala is now governed by a Dictator, the 
Dictatérship having been declared by the de- 
cree of the President and Ministers. The 
measure is intensely unpopular. 

Locusts have done a great deal of damage in 
Salvador and Guatemala, and both Govern- 
ments are adopting measures to alleviate the 


sufferings and distress which have been caused. 

The Minister of Public Works of Costa Rica 
has completed, with Senor Culnea Cruz, of 
Paris, a contract respecting cable communica- 
tion. Under it Senor Cruzis granted permis- 
sion to lay one or more submarine cables from 
Costa Rica to the West Indies and Venezuela 
and to New-York. Permission is also granted to 
run the cables to any points in Central or 
South America which, up to the present, are 
not in cable communication with Costa Rica on 
the Atlantic coast. The contractor binds him- 
self to connect these cables with the Canary 
cable system, now being completed, Costa Rica 
guaranteeing the contracter receipts "to the 
amount of 35,000f. per year, and should they 
not amount to this sum the Government will 
cover the deficiency. The first cable must be 
laid within two years. 

Under date of May 7 the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of Nicaragua forwarded a dispatch te the 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs of Great Britain, in- 
forming him that the Government had deter- 
mined that the treaty signed between Nicaragua 
qgnd Great Britain in 1860 should terminate. 

Two days afterward a dispatch was addressed 
to the Minister of Foreign Affairs of France in- 
forming him that the Government desired that 
that portion aitecting commerce and navigation 
ot the treaty which was celebrated between 
Nicaragua and France in 1859, and the exchange 
of which was effected on Jan. 10, 1860, should 
become null and void.

THE RIGHTS OF COMMERCIAL TRAV- 
ELERS ON RAILROADS. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—The Inter-State Com- 
meree Commission delivered its opinion this after. 
noon in four of the cases recently brought before it. 
The cases entitled Lonis Larrison against the Grand 
Trunk Railroad Company and the Michigan Central 
Railroad Company against the Grand Trunk Rail- 
Toad Company were by consent of the parties heard 
together. The charge is unjust discrimination. 
Larrison complained that the road would not sell 
him a thousand-mile ticket at the price paid by com- 
mercial travelers, and the Michigan Central Com- 
pany complains that the Grand Trank Company was 
selling to commercial travelers atlower rates thau 
to the public generally. The defendant admits the 
facts as charged, bat avers that nothing alleged is in 
confict with the law. 

The opinion reviews and discusses at length tho 
Various points set up by the defendant, and concludes 
as follows: “Common carriers may continne the 
issuance of mileage passenger tickets, the charges 
for which must be reasonable and just and frée trom 
unjust discrimination or unreasonable preference. 
Persons belonging to the class known as commercial 
travelers are not'privieged to ride over railroads at 
lower rates than are paid by other persons. What- 
ever reasonable rates commercial travelers are made 
to pay other travelers may be made to pay. To 
charge one more than the other is unjust discrimina- 
tion, and this is true whether tickets are issued as 
mileage tickets orin some other form. The refusal 
of the defendant, the Chicago and Grand Trunk 
Railway Company, to sell the complainant, Larri- 
son, a thousand-mile ticket for $20, the price at 
which said company was seiling such tickets to com- 
mercial travelers, and the neglect to publish rates at 
which defendant was oftering to sell mileage tickets, 
were alike in conflict with the, ‘act to regulate com- 
inerce.’’’ Opinion by Mr. Commissioner Morrison, 
all concurring. 

The case of the St. Louis wholesale grocers against 
the Missonri Pacific, embodies a complaint that 
while commutation tickets are sold at rates which 
would amount to not more than $15 for a thousand 
miles the thonsand mile tickets upon which oom. 
mercial travelers travel are not soli for less than 
$25. The commission is also asked to order and di- 
rect that a discrimination be made in favor of com. 
mercial travelers, in short that thousand-mile tick- 
ets be sold to them at lower rates than to others. The 
commission does not regard the fact that commuta- 
tiou tickets are puton sale at a given rate to be one 
that entitles the purchaserot a mileage ticket to 
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ticket is unreasonable. In respect to the order it is 
requested to make in favor of commericial travelers 
the opinion says: 

“The commission would hardly be willing to make 
such an order in any case, however urgent the cir- 
cumstances might appear tobe, Bit iu respect to 
this matter we are agreed that the entire policy and 
spirit of the law are against 1t, and that when mile- 
age tickets, as distinguished from trip tickets, are 
issued, they should be soki to all impartially and on 
the game terms.” Opinion by Mr. Commissioner 
Walker, all eoncurring. 

The case of eT W. Thacher, of Schenectacy, N. 
Y¥., against the Fitchburg Railroad ‘ompany and

The commission is strong- 
ly impressed with the belief that the charge may 
be too high, but it does not now record a finding. It 
commends its suggestions upon this point to the 
Western Classilication Committee of the Railroads, 
aud retains the question for future consideration.

ORDERED TO DAKOTA. 


SOLDIERS FROM FORT NIAGARA GOING 
TO THE NORTHWEST. 

BUFFALO,N. Y., July 25.—Yesterday was a 
day of tender farewells at Fort Niagara. The 
troops quartered there are ordered to Dakota, and 
as about half the privates have taken to them- 
selves wives from the confiding country girls at 
Youngstown there is great wailing,for the Govern- 


ment makes no provision for transportation or 
support of a private’s wife. Someort the women 
will go along as officers’ servants or laundresses; 
the majority will have to remain behind. 

The shifting of troops began to-day. To- 
morrow morning the various compauies of 
the Twelfth Infantry Regiment, United States 
Army, will meet in Buffalo on the their way to 
Dakota, This will include the companies from 
Madison Barracks, Sockett’s Harbor, the pres- 
ent regimental headquarters, Col. Townsend in 
command, from Fort Ontario, néar Oswego, and 
from Fort Niagara. at the mouth of the Niagara 
River, Gen. W.:H. Penrose commanding—in all 10 
companies of about 600 men. 

The officers, their families, and servants will 
embark on the steamer India, while a new 
freight boat of the Lake Superior Transit Com- 
pany has been gnzeced as a troop ship for the 
men. On reaching Duluth the troops will go 
into camp until the arrival from Dakota of the 
Eleventh Regiment, which will come to Buffalo 
by the boats that take the Twelfth to Duluth, 

The Twelfth Regiment will be distributed 
among the forts in the Department of Dakota. 
Companies A, B, C, and D, under Gen. Penrose, 
goto Fort Sully. Companies E, F, G, H, and I, 
under Col. Townsend, with the regimental band, 
go to Fort Yates. Company K, Capt. Hurst, 
goes to Fort Bennett. From Duluth they go by 
the Northern Pacific Railroad to Bismarck, and 
then go up the Missouri by steamer. 
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TRICYOLES AT THERE CAPITAL.

THE PRESIDENT AND ST. LOUIS. 

The invitation yesterday formally deliv- 
ered to the President to visit St. Louis dur- 
ing the State Fair in October was given 
with a ceremoniousness unusual upon such 
occasfons. It was delivered by a delegation 
of nearly a hundred of the most eminent 
and respécted citizens of the town selected 
for that purpose at a public meeting 
that seems to have fairly represented 
the whole population. As everybody 
knows, this meeting was held after 
the President had declined to visit St. 
Louis at the time of the annual encampment 
in that city of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. With his usual frankness, he gave 
his reasons for declining the invitation. A 
number of “posts” of the organization had 
formally censured the use that he had made 
of his official discretion in vetoing general 
and special pension bills. One State Com- 
mander had declared that the President 
would be insulted if he should visit St. 
Louis at the time of the encampment, and 
was apparently prepared to make arrange- 
ments for the insulting on an extensive 
scale, 

It was quite natural and proper that the 
people of St. Louis should thereupon show 
their determination not to allow the Presi- 
dent of the United States to be insulted 
while he was the guest of their city. The 
only question was whether the formal re- 
newal of the invitation was not giving too 
much importance to the persons who had 
announced their intention to show the 
President that he was unwelcome. But it 
was the President who had assigned the 
hostility of these persons as a reason 
why he could not take part in the 
ceremonies of the encampment, and he was 
not without warrant for doing so. The 
most truculent of his assailants brought 
himself into general notice for the first 
time by his assault. The investigation that 
followed showed that he was of very little 
account as a veteran or in any other capac- 
ity. But in considering the observations of 
TuTTLE the President could not deal with 
him in his private capacity of blatherskite, 
butin his representative capacity as Com- 
mander of the Grand Army in an important 
State. The Grand Army is the only nation- 
al organization of the veterans, and the 
Commander of it in a State may 
be assumed to speak for all the 
members of it in that State, unless 
what he says is disavowed by them. 
There is certainly no reason to believe that 
TUTTLE reflects the sentiments of the veter- 
ans of Iowa, but up to the time when the 
President’s letter was written they had not 
disavowed his expressions, and it is just 
that they should suffer in public esteem the 
consequences of choosing a rowdy repre- 
sentative. If TuTrLe really had repre- 
sented them, there was every reason why 
the President should not present himself 
upon an occasion the harmony of which his 
presence would mar and why he should 
protect his office from the indignities which 
TuTTLe had threatened. 

Meanwhile it behooved the people of St. 
Louis to show that they had no sort of 
sympathy with the threat of one of their 
guests that were to be to maltreat another. 
This they have done by the public meet- 
ing held when the President’s letter was 
received and by the renewed invitation 
that was the outcome of that meeting. The 
spokesman of the delegation assured the 
President that it represented the people of 
St. Louis, “ irrespective of party, nation- 
ality, or race,” and there is no reason 
to doubt his assurance. It is not nec- 
essary to approve the President’s vetoes 
of the pension bills in order to disapprove 
of anunmannerly demagogue. If the ap- 
paratus constructed by the people of St. 
Louis for the suppression of TUTTLE seems 
unnecessarily formidable for its purpose, 
| that is the fault neither of the people of St. 
Louis nor of the President, but of the Grand 
Army of Iowa, which has bestowed upon 
TUTTLE a position that gives his bad man- 
ners some seeming significance. The effect 
of his performance will be merely to belittle 
the importance of the encampment of the 
Grand Army at St. Louis in September in 
comparison with the visit of thp President in 
October.

At the recent quarterly convention in 
Fall River it was shown that the number of 
members had decreased from 83,000 to 
27,000, and it was arranged that Dis- 
trict No. 30 and District No. 77 
should unite. Assemblies in other parts 
of the country have suffered in like 
manner. In Chicago District Assembly 
No. which prior to the _ stock- 
yards strike claimed to have 20,000 
members, has fallen away so rapidly 
that it is said to contain now not 
more than 2,000 in good standing. Several

As the 
employer of shoemakers, for example, is un- 


willing to have his business affairs directed 
by a tailor or a longshoreman, so the 
Knights themselves are beginning to seo 
that their affairs can be more satisfactorily 
conducted by fellow-workmen who are 
familiar with them. The carpenters pre- 
fer to be directed by acarpenter, the masons 
by. a mason, and so with other trades. The 
growth of this idea is fatal to the theory 
upon which the order of Knights was built 
up. 

Among the causes of decline is the great 
pecuniary loss due to unsuccessful strikes. 
This loss works in many ways against the 
welfare of the organization, as we have 
shown. The shoe trade strikes alone have 
cost more than $5,000,000 in wages; the 
strike of the Chicago builders deprived the 
strikers of $2,500,000; the coke workers 
have lost from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000. 
The total, swollen by many other failures 
of the kind, is altogether too heavy a bur- 
den for the members of any organization. 
They must stagger under it, and fall. 

In a labor organization the folly of in- 
competent and ignorant and ambitious man- 
agers strikes a blow at the workman’s 
pocket. The management of the Knights has 
been characterized by incompetence and 
ignorance, and now, when the pockets of so 
many members are empty, the vision which 
delighted them a year or two ago is fading 
away. Can such an organization ob- 
tain wise and competent managers? 
“The very qualities,’ says Prof. Hap- 
LEY, of Yale, ‘‘ which make aman ready 
to select a moderate and responsible 
leader usually make him ready to save 
money; while the qualities which fit a man 
to be a responsible leader also enable him 
to becomé a manager of large capital, and 
the practical chance of having good and 
efficient leadership separate from the con- 
trol of capital seems less than it did before 
the experience of the last two years.” But 
if such an organization as the Knights 
should by good fortune procure wise and 
competent leaders these leaders would not 
be able to retain their positions for mére 
than a short period, even if they should de- 
sire to stay. 

SORES ASA RES OO 

Chicago, a typical Northern city, has 
drawn the color line for its approaching 
militia encampment by excluding colored 
troops from attending, whereas Washing- 
ton, so much further south, accepted them 
even aS competitors at its May drill. 
Whether applications for taking part have 
been made by other than white soldiers does 
not appear. Presumably none came from 
the two Virginia colored companies whose 
presence made so much talk at the Wash- 
ington drili, since out of thirty competitors 
these two finished No. 28 and No. 29. Aft 
all events the Chicago managers, it ap- 
pears, have absolutely decided to exclude 
all colored troops, and have thereby given 
great satisfaction at Montgomery, New-Or- 
leans, and some other places where the main 
point of interest in the Chicago exhibition 
is the color of the participants. It does not 
appear, however, that tho delegation of 
Illinois militia Generals who visited Wash- 
ington last Winter to urge the Government 
to co-operate in tho proposed drill publicly 
announced at that time their purpose to 
conduct it strictly on the basis of color. 
Secretary BAYARD was applied to to inform 
foreign countries that their soldiers were in- 
vited to attend the encampment.

NOT SO MUCH DISCOMFORT. 


Per eer 
NEW-YORK COMPARATIVELY COOL a# 
84 DEGREES. 


Now that the general public, which has 
been studying meseorology very closely during 
the past few days, has discovered that it is the 
humid atmosphere and not the hot weather 
which has been to blame for its recent suffer- 
ings, it will give asigh of relief when it learns 
that a change in the wind brings a drier air, 
that evaporation will hereafter attend upon 
perspiration, and that, notwithstanding a rise 
in the temperature of a few degrees,,life will be 
worth living. 

For five days the air has been surcharged with 
moisture. All that was needed to produce a 
miniature rainfall was the sudden introduction 
of a condenser in the shape of a current of cold 
air. The reason for this humidity is the ateady 
wind from the east, which has for the past tew 
days been coming in laden with aqueons spoil, 
from the ocean. Now that the wind is changing 
to the westward, dry and balmy, it will eateh 
up the perspiration and carry it off before it has 
time to ooze through collar and shirt band, 
wreck the laundered cuff, and play damp havos 
with sticky underclothing. The change was 
shown yesterday, when the humidity dropped 
from 90 per cent. at 7 A. M. to 65 percent. at3 
P. M., and was still on the downward track. 

The coolest place,in the eonntry yesterday 
was Helena, Montan&® where-the record was 50° 
at3 P.M. The hottest place was Montgomers, 
Ala., where the reading was 92°. At the same 
hour in New-York the thermometer marked 82°, 
the maximum fortheday being 84°. Philadel- 
phia nad a temperature of 90°. Chicaco’s claim 
of being a pieasant Summer resort was borna 
out by a record of 76°, with a northwest wind 
blowing and aclearsky. St. Louis crooped un- 
der a temperature of 88°. The record for this 
city July 25, 1886, was 76,5°, with a southerly 
wind blowing, a combination not exactly 
pleasant, though “quite normal for the 
time of year. Ifi fact, great comfort ought 
to be taken from the fact that the receng 
weather has been, In the opinion of the signal 
service expert, “‘ altogether normal.” Nobody 
expected such a season of sweltering. shirt- 
sticking heat, but everybody ought to have dons 
so, and the only abnormal feature of the trying 
transaction has been the complaints of those 
who have persisted in longing for the exhilarat- 
ing joys of Spring and Fall during the midanum- 
The proper thing to aois 
to remember that ninety-odd degrees of tem- 
perature and ninety-odd per cent. of humidity 
are “ normal” and to enjoy the combination ac 
cordingly.

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THE SHERMAN RESOLUTION 


TO BR PASSED ON GROUNDS 
OF “EXPEDIENCY.” 

THE OHIO REPUBLICAN CONVENTION TO 

STULTIFY ITSELF BY A HYPOCRIT- 

ICAL SHOW OF HANDS. |

TotEbo, Ohio, July 25.—“‘ Expediency,” 
not “hypocrisy,” is the name tho Blaine Repub- 
licans of Ohio prefer to use in describing the 
course which the Republican State Convention 
is to follow on Thursday to gratify the desire or 
to appease the wrath of John Sherman. “You 
may cull it what you please,” said a strong out- 
and-out Blaine man this morning, “for it won’t 
make much difference. This convention will 
meet to nominate Foraker for Governor, nota 
candidate for President. If it had been an- 
nouticed before the first county convention 
was held that there was to be an e6x- 
pression of the choice of Republicans 
for a Prestdertial candidate, and the people had 
been allowed to make an untrammeled choice, 
Blaine would have had a large majority. As it 
is, he will have a majority, but we have a State 
campaign on hand and we don’t care to have the 
party broken up by aconvention rowif we can 
helpit. It's just possible that some of the hot- 
headed Blaine men, whose opposition to Sher- 
man is intense, may not be restrained, and will 
oppose the passage of a resolution of indorse- 
ment for Sherman. It will be our business to 
get at and stop these fellows, and to let them 
know that they can get even next year after 


Foraker haa been elected and the Stato offices | 
are safely in our possession.” 

As already stated in dispatches to THE TIMES, 
this is the situation in Ohio. 








The Republicans ; 
are for Blaine, and the Blaine sentiment ani- { 
ates and makes rebellious to the Sherman pro- 
gramme most of the younger men of the party. 
Sherman's strength lies with the older men, 
whose counsel is apt to be received in form and 
rejected in fact. The friends of Sherman have 
allnded to the “State pride” of Republicans, and 
the response following the, publication of Sher- 
man’s demand for a resolution making him the 
preferred candidate is a dreary mockery, From 
a recent batch of letters to a leading Republican 
paper, and that paper friendly to Sherman, afew 
expressions may be selected to show what the 
Republicans propose to do in convention a 
what they intend that it shall mean to the cotn- 
try. These expressions show that the Blaine 
men propose to allow the Sherman resolution to | 
he adopted as expressing the sentiment of the 
conveution, but do not propose to allow it to 
interfere with the selection of as many Blaine 
delegates as possible to the National Convention.

About Springfield, 
where Sherman has many friends, there is some 
doubt about the wisdom of attempting to force 
an expression of approval from the convention, 
while in Clement County Sherman is reported to 
be growing in favor.

by 700 Republicats who know just what they | 
are about todo. Licki&g County regards Sher- 
man’s proposition as “suicidal.” The Blaine 
men of the county will not regard the adop- 
tion of the resolution as binding, ‘‘and 
would not abide by it,” but it is to 
be passed to help Sherman’s canvass in 
other States, to strengthen his chances, while } 
there is a large body of Republicans who regard | 
Foraker in the light of a candidate. Monroe, | 
Marion, and Mahoning Counties are at heart 
against the Sherman resolution. Miami is rep- 
resented as criticising it as “‘ too previous,” and 
Pickaway déplores itas “ premature,” not for- 
getting to mention theadmonition of the Repub- 
licans for the Plumed Knight, and promising 
the unanimous vote of the delegation for Sher- 
man’s resolution. Sandusky has gone so far as 
to declare the Sherman resolution ‘a fool no- 
tion,” and that “itis too early to try to forcea 
candidate before the people.” Seneca is opposed 
to saying anything, but it is reported that ‘if 
itcomes to thepinch” the delegates, headed by 
ex-Goy. Foster, will be unanimous. 


Tt is arather monotonous record of early sur- 
renders from ove end of the State to the other. 
That itis true, no one of the delegates and can- 
didates and State officers who have arrived cares 
to raise a question.

The resolution of the warmest Sherman 
men which will present him clearly as the candi- 
date of Ohio for President will be opposed in the 
Committee on Resolutions by another resolu- 
tion, simply expressing confidence in Sherman 
and declaring his worthiness for the Presidency 
or any other public office. If this resolution is 
rejected in committee it will be offered in con- 
vention. As the Sherman indorsement is pro- 
posed to be made a part of the platform, an awk- 
ward discussion can only be prevented by decid- 
ing that it shall be adopted or rejected as a 
whole, 

The managers of the political machine ars 
looking for a struggle between the Blaine and 
Sherman men to get the State Committee. 
Foraker, it is understood, will get an Execu- 
tive Committee of his own, which will be a 
Blaine and Foraker committee, while Sherman 
hepes to get a State Committee that will be 
friendly to him as a Presidential candidate and 
also friendly to Foraker as a@ candidate for Goy- 
ernor, while it shall not be too friendly to bim 
as a candidate for Vice-President. Exactly how 
this is tc be done does not seem easy to an out- 
sider, but as the Ohio Republicans are preparing 
to pretend a good deal it ought not to be difli- 
cenit for them to adjust themselves to this 
wrinkle. 


There will be a crush here, and a very uncom- 
fortabie one, Toledo is a city of few notels, and 
not very good ones at that. What is lacking in 
hotel accommodation it proposes to make up by 
private accommodation for a reasonable con- 
sideration, of course. A Reception Committee 
of citizens has beeu arranging tor excursions for 
delegates, for receptions to Senator Sherman 
and Gov.

This service, he insists, 
is the strength of the bucket shops; without it 
they could not live. Mr. Clews also favors the 
adoption of a plan which will create an “ an- 
nex” to the Stock Exchange, where mining 
shares, petroleum, &¢e., may be dealt in. He 
would have membership in the “annex” cheap 
enough to take ‘away active brokers from the 
Consolidated Exchange. iz

solidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange. But 
the gentlemen have lately lost some of their 
dignity—and commissions.

In two or three weeks there will 
be twice as many people here, and, by the rule 
of simple proportion, 106 young ladies each hav- 
ing a tender, girlish heart and endless bond to 
intrust to the man of herchoice. This does not 
take into account the rich widows who flock here 
in a greatcloud each season, not like the winged 
beetle whose colors are sombre, but rather like 
the iridescent butterfly, which is more gorgeous 
to behold than is the red wagon to child- 

hood’s eager eye. “The widow, like the 

butterfly, does not go ajourneying until 

the chrysalis “season of mourning is past. 

Further than this, there are heiresses of 

minor degrees, running down toa paltry $40,000 

or $50,000, which, while it is quite a handy sum 

to makea journey to Hoboken or Montreal upon, 

is small change when Saratoga heiresses are un- 

der consideration. From this it may be gath- 

ered that more necessary to Saratoga than even 

the searching spring water of Hathorn is that 

modern Cupid’s bower known as a matrimonial 

agency. 

At the hop at the United States on Friday 
evening there was one quadrille set in which the 
four young ladies represented the portly sum of 
$20,000,000. They were the two daughters of a 
banker not a thousand miles from the corner of 
Wall ana Broad streets, the niece of a California 
Senator, and the daughter of the family here 
which possesses the only cottage with a ball- 
room in the town. Each of these young ladies 
will,in the natural order of things, come into 
possession of $5,000,000 in her own right. Not 
one of them is engaged, or, so far as is known, 
has a suitor at all preferred. They are all four 
pretty, and were they not behind a golden Dar- 
rier would be at least as lovable to the average 
man as the average girl of theirage. The bank- 
er’s two daughters are petite and brunette, and 
tasteful dressers. Tho niece is large and blonde, 
with an apparently sentimental disposition, and 
an erratic bustle. The young lady who dances 
in her own ballroom is likewise tall, blonde, and 
fine-looking. 

And yet, under the American matrimonial sys- 
tem as at present constituted, the quartet have 
little prospect of making matches in any way 
desirable unless they Journey abroad and pur- 
chase a tarnished coronet now in pawn, together 
with the incompatible human incoumbrance there- 
to attached. The fact is, heiresses in America 
are somewhat to be pitied. 

At one of the tables in the Grand Union dining 
room sits a slender but prettily formed young 
lady with light hair, which, with a little assist- 
ance, would be golden, and a sweet, sensible, 
but rather girlish, face. She is accompanied by 
an elderly lady in black silk, with a pardonable 
weakness for head trimming. They are mother 
and daughter. Papa owns a county or two up in 
Minnesota, and is at home collecting his rents. 
Yesterday the daughter was arrayed in a deli- 
cate pink and cream dress, and looked much 
more edible than anything on the dinner menu. 
She represents seven figures to the young gen- 
tleman who induces her to become his, but that 
young gentieman shows no signs of putting in an 
appearance. They know nobody about the hotel 
or the town here. They perforce drive alone 
and drink Congress in each other’s familiar but 
non-stimulating company. The young lady at 
home is too great a personage for any local swain 
to lift his daring eyes to. Here, and wherever 
else she goes, where the world is thronging 
she will be nobody in particular, and is scarcely 
likely to attract attention from anybody except 
the professional fortune hunter, who as a hus- 
band is never worth the powder requisite to 
blow him into the oblivion that he so honestly 
earns, Mademoiselle now looks 22 at least. Tho 
probability is that most of the girls she grew up 
with are already fond wives and happy mothers. 
She is unhappy for the simple reason that hap- 
piness does not consistin what one has butin 
the gratification of reasonable hopes and desires. 
Verily the dollar is not all itis melted up to be, 
and the man who helps the heiresses out in this 
little difficulty by bridging the chasm will be 
given @ monument much more expensive than 
Miss Bartholdi’s with a grateful tribute on the 
pedestal in letters as big as a Coney Island ad- 
vertising sign. 

Of eligible young men thereis a dearth. Mr. 
Berry Wallis here, at the United States, while 
the Grand Union has something of the same 
kind with wooden elbows and a simper which 
is believed a'true Berry Wall, though alittle 
clouded in luster. Heiresses do not marry that 
sort of thing, however, and all the desirable 
partis seem to be off yachting or elsewhere. The 
eftect is quite Gilbertian. The piazza of either 
hotel would make an admirable opening scene 
for a comic opera with a wailing chorus of lone- 
ly heiresses. The duet of dudes could take 
place on the sidewalk and the curtain fall amid 
a shower of beautiful vegetables. Mr. Wall is 
out in a new style of evening dress, by the way, 
and since the discovery of America no indi- 
vidual effort has attracted more attention than 
this. The coat and trousers are of wine- 
colored brown cloth and the vest of white 
satin brocade. A white wig only is needed to 
make of the wearer a beautiful mural decora- 
tion—endow him with that surpassing beauty 
sometimes observed in a Dresden young man 
who holds aloft a tambourine through an eter- 
nity of painted china. Simple-minded people 
from the eack districts gaze on Mr. Wall as if to 
meekiy but politely inquire whether any such 
thing as he was really intended to be made ani- 
mate in those seven days that lay between chaos 
and the earth in active operation. The first 
tendency of the devout mind is to not hold the 
Creator responsible. Then they turn away with 
a look of long-suffering patience, as if to say of 
themselves, ‘“‘ Whom the Lord loveth He chasten- 
eth,” as if they had concluded that, like the po- 
tato bug and the bacillus, the dude has a clear 
and distinet sphere of usefulness in the great 
universal design, and that it is only the feeble- 
ness of our puny intellects that prevent us from 

seeing what it is. 

Saratoga has many little ways of its own, one 
of which, a system of financial nomenclature, is 
admirably adapted not only to other large 
watering places but to many social gatherings 
where the real financial importance of people 
cannot be quickly and adequately conveyed. 
Yesterday for half an hour the handsome 
young physician of the Grand Union was en- 
gaged in conversation on the piazza with a 
richly dressed blonde lady and her demure 
brown-eyed daughter. Later, in response to 
polite and proper inquiry concerning the latter, 
he said: 

“That? That is Miss Snooks of Snooks’s ad- 
justable corset.” ‘* Why do you®particularize ?”’ 

“ First, to distinguish her from the other Miss 
Snooks, and secondly, becauseit is the fashion. 
Saratoga has nothing todointhe day time ex- 
cept to drink water and gossip. The wealth of 
the whole country, North, South, East, and 
West, centres here, and it savas time and assists 
understanding to describe each young lady by 
linking with her the source of the fortune which 
assists in making her attractive. There is a 
limit, of course, but you may hear of ‘ Miss 
Barbwire this, or ‘Miss Palace Car that.’ 
Those titles are, naturally, not used in introduc- 
tion. They are in vogue chiefly over there, “hoe 
said, pointing to an Eden Musée row ot old ladies 
with lace caps and big diamonds, seated on the 
porch along the wall. ‘‘ But they are unmis- 
takably handy and save a long dialogue wnen- 
ever used.” 

It has rained for a week, and the plutocracy 
are naturally disgusted. The butterfly is not an 
aquatic insect, and a waterproof cover greatly 
interferes with the brilliancy of its flight. The 
elegant Summer masterpieces of the milliner 
and dressmaker are still on the closet pegs and 
nobody can drive to Moore’s in @ victoria with- 
out risking the costume she wears. The hotels 
are but partly full, and it will be two weeks 
before the usual crush and blaze appears, at 
least with its usual splendor. It may not ap- 
pear at ali for that matter. An unusually large 
number of the Saratoga class have gone to 
Europe, and the cottage class here is steadily 
increasing in numbers, thereby diminishing the 
throng in and about the hotels. 

That section of Broadway which separates the 
Grand Union from Congress Hall is this year 
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ladies unmarried and more or less fair to look 
upon now in this village, whose marriage settle- 
ment in each case Will be not less than $1,000,- 
000.. The season is backward and the town is 
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known as “The Red Sea.” The origin of the 
title lies far back in Biblical history, and refers 
to an occasion on which the rolling waters sepa- 
rated the children of Israel from the land of the 
Egyptian oppressor.

All day 
long they stare across the sea, perhaps atill in- 
dignant at the ban placed upon them, perhaps 
placidly satisfied that the tide of money they 
spend should be diverted from tho Grand Union 
people. Strange to say, there are a number of 
people at the Grand Union who, while their 
names are not distinctly Jewish, would certain- 
ly, from their conditions of physiognomy, escape 
injury at the hands of an anti-Christian mob. 
It is averred, however, upon the honor of 
Col. Texas Ochiltree, that since the Selig- 
man unpleasantness only two suspected 
Hebrews have taken shelter in the big 
hotel, and “that these are Commissioner 
Jacob Hess and Counselor Abraham Hummel, 
both of New-York. “But,” adds the veracious 
Saratoga historian, ‘it is a well known fact that 
Mr. Hess is a Bulgarian and not an Israelite, 
while Mr. Hummel, with reference to that dread- 
fui tragedy on Mount Calvary, nas proved an an- 
cestral alibi.” From this it may be observed 
that Col. Ochiltree is here, ubiquitous as ever. 
He spent the Sabbath day upon the piazza anath- 
ematizing the weather. and the degenerate con- 
dition of affairs which compelled Marie Aiméoe 
to purchase a second class ticket to Europe, 
“She bas at times been a millionaire,” remarked 
the Colonel sententiqusly, ‘‘but she has always 
been a fool.” 

The most noticeable figure in some respects in 
the dining room of the Grand Union is the Hon. 
Jeremiah Dunn, formerly of Brooklyn. Mr. 
Dunn, a few years since, came quite 
prominently before the public through the 
accidental discharge in a saloon in the 
Lake City of a pistol which he held. As 
the accident occurred three times in succes- 
sion, and as, at its conclusion, Mr. James Elliott, 
late of Joliet Prison, was found to be extremely 
dead in three different places, it was surmised, in 
fact ventured, by an inquisitive public opinion 
that Mr. Dunn had so far forgotten himself as to 
commit a cold-blooded murder. Thejury thought 
differently, however, and Mr. Dunn was ac- 
quitted. For along time, however, the sporting 
fraternity were heavily down on Dunn. Either 
Eliott was very popular with them or the cir- 
cumstances attending his last moments did not 
coincide with their views. Now, however, Dunn 
is on the top wave of popularity. He has a 
stable of horses here and plenty of money. He 
wears a stylish gray Summer suit and a light 
high hat. He has white teeth and a black beard 
and a rose in his buttonhole, and when he strolls 
down the centre aisle along with the Hon. Patrick 
Duffy, the gentlemanly “sport” who knows 
more about New-Orleans politics than any man 
ought to, he is an object of admiration to the 232 
ebony idols who act as food passers to the hungry 
throng. 

They are still opening wine in the café over 
Larry .Jerome’s last joke before he left for 
Europe. It appears that Jerome, Col. John 
Snelling, and Deputy Collector Brown, of the 
Custom House, were spoiling bait and concoct- 
ing fish stories up at Dave Yuengling’s place on 
Brant Lake when Jerome found either in his 
room or his pocket an old vest button in imita- 
tion of smoky mother of pearl.

the United Labor Party, said that that party 


could never become successful if it followed the 
theories of the Anti-Poverty Society. The tax- 
ing of land Values and so giving free access to 
land would not abolish poverty, as all money to- 
dav invested in iand would then be thrown into 
industrial enterprises, commonly known as mo- 
nopolies. Wages would go down in the same 
ratio that the saving in rent increased. There- 
fore it was necessary to go further and equalize 
the means of production. 

President Englebert Bruckmann, of the §o0- 
cialists, said that whatever Henry George might 
do as an agitator or teacher, he could never 
attain his wished-for end with his land theory 
alone. He spoke glibly of overproduction as 
the cause of the great evil, poverty. Would 
it not be more logical to eail it “com- 
pvelled under-consumption?’ Theffirst duty 
of the Anti-Poverty Society to become success- 
ful was to control production and consumption 
aud balance them. The Anti-Poverty Society 
should therefore strive to bring about an equal- 
ization of atta egs as well as of iand owner- 
ship. By doing this it would take the first right 
step toward the abolishment of poverty.

ARRESTED FOR CONTEMPT 


ME. BARNES DID NOT OBEY 
THE OOURT’S ORDER. 
WHAT CAME OF AN ATTEMPT TO PROFIT 
BY THE STATEN ISLAND SCHEME OF 

THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO. 

Lawyer William W. MacFarland loudly 
tharged blackmail over and over again in the 
Bupreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, and ex- 
‘Indge Noah Davis as earnestly protested that it 
was nothing of the kind. Judge Potter reserved 
his decision and smiled pleasantly as he took his 
hat and started for the cool breezes of Manhat- 
tan Beach, where he boards during July, and the 
view of the bounding billows, which he prefers 
greatly to the narrow stretch of the “ raging 
canal” at Whitehall, his home. 

The litigation which caused Mr, MacFarland 
to assert blackmail so strenuously grows out of 
the attempt of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
Company to bridge the Kill von Kull, which, if 
successful, would make necessary the acquire- 
ment of large terminal facilities on Staten 
Island. Determined to take “time by the fore- 
Jock,” the company decided not to wait until the 
bridge over the Kill von Kull should be 
built, or even begun. To Thomas M. 
King, the Second .Vico-President of the com- 


any, who manages such matters for it, Reon 

aries, a contractor, who lives at West New- 
Brighton, Staten Istand, and who has an. oftice 
at 11 Pine-street, this city, seemed to be the 
proper person to do the business, and an ar- 
rangement was made with him about a year 
ago, by which the Baltimore and Ohio was to 
“put up” the money, and Mr. Barnes was to buy 
the necessary property on the most favorable 
terms possible, without letting the sellers know 
why it was wanted, : 

Itis not claimed by the Baltimore and Ohio 
people but that Mr. Barnes bought the property 
cheaply and with great skilland secrecy. They 
Were so well satistied with him early in the pro- 
ceedings that they authorized him toforma 
stock company, called the Staten Island Transit 
and Terminal Company, in whose name the titles 
to the lots he purchased should stand. John H. 
Post, alawyer and the chief clerk of Coudert 
Brothers, assisted Mr. Barnes in forming this 
company, and, after it was formed, took an 
active part in its management, Mr. Barnes be- 
came its Treasurer, Its capital stock was $100,- 
000, having power of increase to $1,000,000. 
The Baltimore and Ohio * put up” $250,000 to 
pay for the land which was bought. 

By and by, when all the land necessary for its 
terminal facilities on Staten Island had been 
bought and the titles transferred to the com- 

any which Messrs. Barnes and Post had organ- 
zed, Second Vice-President King, in behalf of 
the Baltimore and Ohio, feeling that he could 
now safely show his hand, in his blandest and 
gentlest manner invited them to “ fork over.” 
Messrs. Barnes and Post, re equal suavity 
and good nature, declin to “fork over” 
unless Mr. King should first make them 2 little 
present of $50,000, simply as a testimonial, 
as it were, of his appreciation of the excellent 
manner in which they had acquired the prop- 
erty at low rates. Mr. King declined to consti- 
tute himself the benevolent society which 
Messrs. Barnes and Bost desired, and conse- 
quently they kept hold of the property and began 
tooperate on he gap es account. They increased 
the capital of the Staten Island Transit and Ter- 
minal Company to $700,000 by issuing 7,000 
sbares of stock, divided the shares among them- 
selves and a few friends, and began to loom up 
a8 a great corporation, 

The Baltimore and Ohio people did not enjoy 
this as much as Messrs. Barnes and Post. They 
brought a suit in the Supreme Court for the Sec- 
ond Judicial District, which includes Staten Isl- 
and, to compel Messrs. Barnes and Post to turn 
over the franchise and assets of the Staten Isl- 
and Transit and Terminal Company to them, 
and Judge Cullen decided that they must. 
Messrs. Barnes and Post appealed to the Gen- 
sral Term of tbe Supreme Court for that 
district, and again they were beaten. 
The General Term of the \Supreme Court, amon 
other things, ordered, Post to cancel the 7,00 
shares of capital stock of the Staten Island 
Travsit and Terminal Company, which he and 
Barnes had issued to themselves and their 
friends, and in their stead issue 7,000 shares to 
Second Vice-President King as the representa- 
tive of the Baltimore and Ohio. Mr. Post did 
not obey this order; he said that it was physic- 
ally impossible for him to do so. Finally an 
order for his arrest for contempt of court was 
issued, and it was served on him last Saturday. 

The hearing yesterday afternoon before Judge 
Potter was upon his application for release upon 
a& writ of habeas corpus. The points made in his 
behalf are technical, and were presented at 
length by Judge Davis. Mr. MacFarland,for the 
Baltimore and Ohio, seemed to have a poor opin- 
ion of technicalities, and contended that where 
aperson had attempted the most unjustifiable 
biackmail—as he claimed had been done in this 
ease—he should be punished to the full extent 
of the law. i 


WANTING ITS INSPECTORS. 


fHE LABOR PARTY’S DEMAND FOR REP- 
RESENTATIVES AT THE POLLS. 

A committee of the United Labor Party, 
consisting of John McMackin, Gideon J. Tucker, 
Dr. William 8. Gottheil, R. M. Waite, Michael 
Foley, John K. Sullivan, and Augustus A, Levy, 
went to Police Headquarters yesterday morn- 
ing to confer with the Police Commissioners in 
relation to the appointment of the additional 
inspectors of election provided by law, and to 
which they claim to be entitled. This law pro- 
vides for the additional inspectors, (chapter 490 
ofthe Laws of 1887,) when “at the next pre- 
ceding municipal election, any political party or 


organization shall @ave cast for its candidate 
for any office as many as 50,000 votes or up- 
ward, and the said Board of Police shall de- 
termine that said political party or organization 
is not entitled to the appointment of at least one 
of such [the four regular inspectors] inspectors 
ip each election district.” 

In previous years there have been four in- 
spectors, only two of which were Republican 
and the others were divided among the Demo- 
eratic factions. The Police Commissioners, tak- 
ing the last Mayoralty contest as a basis, had 
blank applications re to be signed by 
such applicants for the position of inspector of 
elections as were designated by the Executive 
Committee of the United Labor Party. To one 
of the questions, “Did you support the ticket 
known as the Labor or Henry George and 
Robert B. Nooney ticket at the last election ?”’ the 
Executive Committee of the United Labor Party 
objected on the ground that Nooney, the Irving 
Hall candidate for President of the Board of 
Aldermen, was not distinctively the candidate of 
the United Labor Party, as Henry George was. 
When the committee saw Commissioner Voorhis 
 aaarica sf it suggested that the name of Mr. 
Nooney be stricken from the blanks. Mr. Voorhis 
requested it to call again to-day, when the full 
board will meet. The new law calls for the ap- 
pointment of 812 additional inspectors, one in 
each election district, and the cost of the election 
will be increased by nearly $35,000 by their ap- 
pointment.

A YOUNG BAVARIAN MISSING. 

Adolph Hoff, a Bavarian, 18 years old, 
ceached New-York on the Red Star steamship 
Westernland June 1, and went to Gruner’s 
Hotel, at 45 West-street, with 10 of his fellow- 
voyagers, he others went away within a day 
or two, but Hoff remained at the hotel until 


June 11, giving no address when he lett the 
house. On his arrival here he telegraphed to his 
brother, Herman Hoff, who lives in Detroit, ask- 
ing him tosend him some money. At the same 
time he wrote a letter to his brother, giving his 
address. Herrman Hoff sent $20 to Castle Gar- 
den, andon June 4 mailed a letter to the young 
immigrant, which, for some reason, did not 
reach the hotel until June 15.

WASH-OUIS BY THE SCORE, 


NEARLY SIX MILES OF THE, HARLEM 
ROAD MADE IMPASSABLE. 

The scene of the wash-outs along the Har- 
lem Railroad, between Hillsdale and Martindale, 
was a desolate-looking stretch of country yes- 
terday. For nearly six miles the ground was 
broken up into gulches ‘and gullies filled with 
troubled waters, and great poois and brawling 
streams of muddy water were everywhere. In 
six different places between thet wo towns the 
railroad track, ties, and embankment had been 
carried away altogether. These wash-outs were 


alllarge, averaging from two to six feet deep, 
but varying considerably in length. Two were 
about 30 feet long, and two others were over 65 
feet long. A fifth measured 220 feet, and the 
one nearest Hillsdale was over 350 feet long. 

A number of culverts and small bridges were 
wiped out of existence altogether, not even a 
stone or piece of timber remaining to mark the 
places where they had been. Other places north 
of Martindale for about a mile were washed 
in cuts from 142 to 3 teet beneath the 
ties, which were only supported by the spikes 
attaching them to the rails. A train which was 
caught between the two large wash-outs looks 
forlorn indeed in that dreary spot, deserted as 
it is and with the life of its engine stilled, The 
abutments of the large bridge south of Hills- 
dale was also badly damaged by the floods and 
rendered unsafe, A large force of men, however, 
was kept at work on it all Sunday night making 
temporary repairs, and yesterday morning trains 
were able to cross itand run into Hillsdale. A 
hundred or more men are also at work along the 
track where the wash-outs are, .Piles are being 
driven and extra trains with timber, tools, and 
men were sent out all day long. 

It is hoped by the road officials that the tracks 
will be sufficiently repaired to resume traffic to- 
day, but they are not sure. In the meantime 
trains were run to Hillsdale on schedule time. 
Passengers for points beyond Martindale were 
compelled to go around by the Hudson River 
Division and the Boston and Albany Roads, 
The highroads in the flooded district are too 
badly demased to admit of transferring pas- 
sengers by wagons or carriages. Only _horse- 
men find it possible to get through, and even 
then the danger is by no means small. Of 
course the few passengers on the imprisoned 
train were removed, but only after much diffi- 
culty. 

At Craryville the rails and ties were washed 
200 feet from the embankment and heaped up 
together in a vacaut lot. One of the small 
streams near by which can ordinarily be stepped 
across rose tive feet inside of 15 minutes during 
the cloudburst, so tle villagers say. The flood 
is now gradually going down, and in a day or 
two will have disappeared altogether. The 
heavy rain which continued all Sunday night 
made matters much worse and hindered the 
work of repairs on the railroad. The total dam- 
age to the railroad company is estimated at 
$20,000, and the injury to the surrounding coun- 
try will probably amount to as much more. 


MICHAEL DIXON'S FUNERAL. 


AN IMMENSE THRONG OF FRIENDS IN 
ATTENDANCE. 

The funeral of Michael J. Dixon, the ice 
cream manufacturer, was held last evening in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, at Morton and 
Bedford streets. Such a funeral has not been 
seen for years inthe Ninth Ward. The church 
will hold about 2,500 people, and it was so 


crowded last night thateven the entrances were 

acked to suffocation, while an overfiow of at 
east 500 people stood on the steps and tne side- 
walk. The services were unusually long, lasting 
fully two hours, but through all that time neople 
stood inside where it was almost impossible to 
breathe, and outside, where it was not much bet- 
ter, and few left before the last words of the 
services were spoken.

Dr. John E. Cookman, 
Pastor of the church, conducted the services, 
assisted by the Rev. Alfred Read, who made the 
funeral address. A large choir sang appropriate 
hymns. Afterthe services Washington Lodge 
No. 21, F. and A. M., of which Mr. Dixon was a 
member, and which was present in a body, per- 
formed the Masonic burial rites.

MES. OBERLE’S 


OFFENSE, 


HER BABY FARM AS ILLEGAL AS IT WAS 
UNCOMFORTABLE. 

Mary Oberle, the woman who kept a baby 
farm in the rear of 521 East Fifth-street, where 
an agent of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children found two 7-week-old babies, 
one dead and the other dying, side by side ina 


rocking chair, was arraigned in the Essex Mar- 
ket Court yesterday. She was charged with 
keeping a baby farm in violation of the Penal 
Code, which says: _ 


“Any person other than a Superintendent of the 
Poor, or a Superittendent of almshouses, or of an 
institution duly incorporated for the purpose, who 
receives, boards, orkeepsa any nursing chiidren, or 
any children under the age of 12 years, not his rela- 
tives, apprentices, pupils, or wards, without legal 
commitment, or without first having obtained a 
license in writing so to do, from @ member of the 
State Board of Charities, or from the Mayor, or 
Board of Health of the city or town wherein such 
children are received, boarded, or kept, or who vio- 
lates the provisions of such license, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. Such license must specify the 
name and residence of the person so under- 
taking the care of such children, and the 

lace and number of children thereby al- 

owed to be received, boarded, and kept therein, 
and shall berevokable at will by the authority grant- 
ing it, and such person shall keep a register wherein 
he shall enter the names and ages of allsuch children, 
and the names and residences of their parepts, as far 
as known, the time of the reception and discharge of 
such children,and the reasons therefor,and if he neg- 
lects or omits so to do, he js guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and it shall be lawful for the officers of any incorpo- 
rated society for the prevention of cruelty to chil- 
dren at all reasonable times to enter and inspect the 
premises wherein such children are boarded, re- 
ceived, or kept, and also such register aud children.” 

This law was passed ata time when revolting 
revelations had been made regarding the practice 
of baby farming in this city. Mrs. Oberieis a 
small sbarp-faced, unintelligent-looking woman, 
and shed many tears when arraigned. 

A small bundle of affidavits made by neighbors 
of the woman were presented. One new caso 
has been discovered since herarrest. Itis that 
of Herman Reiner, 219 years old, whose father, a 
cigarmaker, intrusted him to the woman shortly 
after the death of his mother. She had the boy 
several weeks, but three wecks ago the father 
took him away emaciated from lack of food. 

The prisoner waived examination and was 
sentto the Tombsin default of $300 bail for 
trial in the Court ot General Sessions.

LOOKING FOR THEIR MONEY. 


THREE FINNS COMPLAINING OF THE 
AMERICAN EMiGRANT COMPANY. 

Things were very bad in Finland about a 
year ago, and a great many of the people there 
found it almost impossible to make a livelihood. 
Among this number were Matz *Maki, Yakob 
Wuorenmaa, and John Piik, who, after having 
viewed the situation carefully, decided to sail 
for America and try what they could doin the 
New World. They came here and went to Car- 
bon, Wyoming Territory. Early last August the 
men found themselves with their first American 
money. Matz Makithereupon sent $25 to the 
American Emigrant Company, of this city, of 
which Capt. R. E. Jeanson is agent, at 30 State- 
street. Wuorenmaa sent $31 and Piik $148. 


They sent instructions to forward the money to | 


their respective wives in Finland. In due course 


they received receipts from the company re- 
spectively numbered 359,742, 359,173, and 
359,036. Letters from Finland in which tho 
money should have been acknowledged came to 
hand, but there was no mention of it, 

As time went on, the men became convinced 
that the remittances never reached their destina- 
tions. Matz Maki put the case in the hands of 
his brother-in-law Gustave H. Sturholm, of 122 
Thirtieth-street, South Brooklyn. Mr. Sturholm 
has made an affidavit, in which he declares tbat 
he called May 30 and July 19, at the otiice of the 
American Emiyzrant Company, No. 30 State- 
street, and saw Capt. R. E. Jeanson. After ex- 
plaining to him the facts of the case, he says 
that Jeanson told him curtiy to wait two months 
longer, until they could write to the Bank of 
Finland. Sturhoim replied that the people 
could not wait any longer, that their wives were 
starving, that they were utterly and absolutely 
dependent upon what their husband's sent. 
Jeanson, it is alleged, said he evuld not help it. 
He refused to refund the money, and told Stur- 
holm that even if he put the matter in the hands 
ofa lawyer, it would not help him at ali. Stur- 
holm, however, has confided his case to George 
A. McDermott of Temple Court. 

The ottice of the American Emigrant Company, 
at 30 State-street, 1s conspicuously announced. 
It is comfortably titted up, and there is a for- 
midable array of clerks, Finns and Swedes. 
Capt. Jeanson is a pleasant-spoken Swede, and 
he had plenty to say yesterday. ‘“{ can ac- 
count for all this trouble,’ he said. “It has 
arisen since we dismissed a clerk some time ayo. 
Now, as regards the money remitted by Maki, 
here is a letter dated July 6, from the Wasa At- 
kie Bank.” The letter concluded thus: 

“ Referring to your letter of Mav 16 last, we have 
the pleasure to inform you that with respect to your 
order 359,742, in favor of Maria Maki, that the 
party who had filched the money had been detected, 
and had restored the amount, 9Y marks, with inter- 
est, 5 marks, which we have remitted to the clergy- 
man of Gliharina, requesting him to pay itto Maria 
Maki against her receipt.” 

“As regards Wuorenmaa’s money,” he went 
on, ‘‘wesent it and got areceipt witnessed by 
two people at Helsingfors. We sent the re- 
ceipts to Carbon, Wyoming Terrritory, some six 
weeks ago. The man’s wife, it appears, declares 
they are false and says her name was forged. 
We are investigating the story and shall sift it 
thoroughly. As for Piik’s money our agents 
say it has been paid. This man in South Brook- 
lyn, Sturholm, came tous and said that the re- 
ceipts were forged and that the Postmaster in 
Finland had stolen the money. He said he 
wanted to collect it. .This we declined to let 
him do, as we didn’t know him. If the Post- 
master has stolen the money the Government of 
Finland will have to pay it tous. We will be 
responsible and we will pay the money as soon 
as we have killed our orders on the other side, 
We don’t want to pay it out twice.” 

“What has caused the delay of nearly 12 
months?” 

“The neglect of one of our clerks,” he an- 
swered. Then he conferred with one of his 
‘“* We have been writing so often back- 
ward and forward, you know—to Carbon and to 
Finland.” 
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STARVING BABIES, 


LOCKED UP IN A GARRET BY THE 
DRUNKEN MOTHER. 

Officers were sent to 528 Flushing-avenue, 
Brooklyn, late Sunday night, to quell a fight. 
Instead of a disturbance they found two starving 
children. One of them, a baby only 10 months 
old and abundle of skin and bones, lay on the 
bare floor at the top of the house and was cov- 
ered with the remnants of a coffee bag. It 
lacked the strength to ery. Near by sat a 
3-year-old boy whose face was so haggard and 
pinched that he looked like a little dried-up old 
man. Hewas erying piteously,and was just 
abie to tell the officers that his pame was Joseph 
Smith. The baby’s name was Leonora. 

**T don’t know where wy mother is,” said Joe. 
“She hasn’t been here tor a longtime. Lam 
awful hungry and ain’t got nothin’ to eat.” 

The children were cared for by one officer 
while the other started out to search. One of 
the officers found Mrs, Smith in a neighboring 
tenement. Bothof her eyes had been blackened 
in « fight, and she had evidently been drinking, 
and was inclined to resist arrest. Several in- 
mates of the house averred that she had not 
been home for nearly a week. During that time 
the babies had been locked up with only a loaf 
of bread and a piece of cold steak for food. For 
the baby there was a cupfull of milk—sour milk 
at that. Yesterday Mrs, Smith, who proudly 
announced that she was ‘a mother and entitled 
to some consideration,” was held by Justice 
Kenna on a charge of cruelty. The boy was 
cared for, by the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, while the baby and its 
mothe, after a short stay ina cell, were lib- 
erated. The woman was given enough money 


to supply all needs for the present, and promised | 


to take her child to the Seaside Sanitarium.

ZALEWSKI AND HIS PLUNDER. 
Filemon Zalewski, the Vienna Post Office 
clerk who is charged with having fled with 
151,725 gulden and was caught by United 
States Deputy Marshal Bernhardt on the steam- 
er La Champagne Saturday, was taken before 
United States Commissioner Lyman for exam- 
ination yesterday, preparatory to being sent 
back to Austria. He had no counsel. Ex-Sen- 


ator Ecclesine andi Louis Adler, of Hoadly, 
Lauterbach & Johnson, who were in another 
court room, hearing of his plight, volunteered 
to act as his counsel. Mr, Ecclesine argued that 
there was no extradition treaty between the 
Austrian Government and the United States, 
and that the present proceedings against 
Zalewski, against whom unothing had been 
proved, could not be continued. There was a 
treaty made in 1856, he said, between the 
Uniced States and Austria, but some years later 
the Austrian Government was changed and 
Hungary united withit. Between this new na- 
tion, under the one emperor, and the United 
States there had been no treaty negotiated. On 
that ground he asked for the release of Zalew 
ski. The Commissioner did sot grant this, but 
put off the examination until this morning. 

When the hearing began, the money taken 
from the prisoner—about $43,000 in bills and 
gold—was lying on the table in bags. As soon 
as Marshal Bernbardt saw there was a hitch in 
the plan to return Zalewski at once, he turned 
the wealth over to Marshal McMahon and it was 
attached by Sheriff Grant in a civil suit. Zalew- 
ski, when be thought at tirsthe would have to go 
back to Vienna, begged Consul Fritsch to give 
him a letter to Emperor Francis Joseph s0 that 
he could appeal to royalty in his case.

MORE HORSES CREMATED. 
FLEISCHMANN’S VIENNA BAKERY DE- 
STROYED BY FFRE. 

The bakery and stables of Louis Fleisch- 
mann, at 43 and 45 West Thirteenth-street, were 
burned early yesterday morning, and 43 horses 
were suffocated in their stalls. The building 
was an old three-story brick structure, owned 
by L. Topiitz. The baking was done in the base- 
ment, and there were four ovens against the 
east wall and three under the sidewalk. The 
ground floor was used for offices and the detiy- 
ery department and for the storage of wagons. 
On the second floor were stalis for 78 horses, a 
harness room, and store rooms for hay and feed. 


The top floor was a carpenter’s shop and sleep- 
ane rooms for the men employed about the 
place. 

Baking was over by 4 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and nearly all the delivery wagons were 
sent out soon after. The fire was discovered at 
5:30 o’clock, and probably started among some 
dry wood in the basement. There were 45 horses 
on #he second floor at this time, and 9 men were 
on tbe premises. The fire spread so rapidly 
through an elevator shatt which ran from the 
cellar to the top floor that the stablemen and 
others were compelled to fly for their lives, 
abandoning the horses and leaving most of their 
clothing and belongings in the building. An 
alarm was sent out quickly, followed by a sec- 
ond and third, bringing a large force of engines 
and firemen to the scene. . 

The flames had then gained such headway that 
it was impossible for the firemen to enter the 
building. It was at once seen that 1t could not 
be saved, and the tiremen turned their attention 
to the surrounding property. Their exertions 
saved the adjoining buildings on West Four- 
teenth-street, which were in great danger for a 
time. The stab!e and bakery were gutted, and 
only two of the horses, whose halters had 
been cut by the stablemen as they fled, 
were saved. Instead of starting down 
the runway leading to the street, the frightened 
avimals ran to the front of the building and 
dashed through a partition. They sought and 
found refuge in a room used as an office, and, 
sticking their heads out the windows, managed 
to keep alive, while the rest of the stock per- 
ished. After the fire had been extinguished the 
two horses were brought down, little the worse 
for their experience. 

Fleischmann’s loss on horses, harness, &c., 
is estimatod at $26,000, and is covered by an 
insurance of $40,000. The damage to the build- 
ing is estimated at $7,000. J. & J. Dobeon’s 
stock of carpets, at 40 and 42 West Fourteenth- 
street, was damaged by water and smoke to the 
amount of $6,000. At 46 West Fourteenth- 
street C. Eaton, dealer in paper hangings, loses 
$1,500; J. H. Grotecloss, photographer, $2,500, 
and J. Edgar, restaurant, $500. At 44 West 
Fourteenth-strect A. H. Boughton, clothing, 
loses $1,000, and other occupants about $1,000;

A HAPPY ENDING. 
LITIGATION BETWEEN DR. DEEMS AND 


HIS WIFE STOPPED. 

The counter-complaint of Dt. Frank M. 
Deems against his wife, Grace Brotherton 
Deems, suing for divorce and custody of their 
child, was withdrawn by request of the plaintiff 
yesterday in the Court of Common Pleas, before 
Judge Allen. The counsel for Mrs. Deems, 
George C. Lay, of Adams, Lay & Comstock, and 
Philip Carpenter, counsel for Dr. Deems, stated 
that an amicable agreenient between the parties 


had been reached and the case was dismissed 
without costs. 


There seems every reason for supposing that 
there will be acomplete reconciliation between 
the parties to this unfortunate family difficulty. 


Ever sincé the production of Mrs. Deems’s let- 
ters in court last June, during the trial of her 
complaint against her husband, it is. stated that 
she has been willing to admit the weakness of 
her case.

The ob- 
ject of the law was to prevent corporations get 
ting hold of the beds, as had been done in Com 
necticut, where one large corporation held ¢ 
‘large tract, and, instead of cultivating it, was 
simply holding it for speculative purposes, 

Mr. Blackford submitted rules governing the 
managewent of the new department of the com- 
mission. Under them the Commissioners will 
meet once a month at their office-and receive 
applications for the franchises, which must be 
made within a year.
